Gentlemen: 


Submitted herewith is the report of an audit and 
examination of the accounts of the Town of Middleton 
for the fiscal year ended December 31, 1949, which was 
made by this Division in accordance with the vote of 
the Town. Exhibits as hereafter listed are included as 
part of the report. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Included in the audit and examination were the 
accounts and records of the Board of Selectmen, Treas- 
urer, Tax Collector and Town Clerk. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


Comparative Balance Sheets—December 31, 1948, to 
December 31, 1949: (Exhibit A) 


Comparative Balance Sheets as of December 31, 
1948, and December 31, 1949, are presented in Exhibit 
A. As indicated therein the Surplus decreased by 
$880.56 during the year 1949. 


Analysis of Change in Financial Condition: 
(Exhibit B) 


An analysis of the change in financial condition 
of the Town during the year is made in Exhibit B, 


> 
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with the factors which caused the change indicated 
therein. 


Comparative Statements of Appropriations and Expen- 
ditures—Estimated and Actual Revenues: 


(Exhibits C and D) 


Comparative statements of appropriations and ex- 
penditures, estimated and actual revenues for the fis- 
cal year ended December 31, 1949, are presented in 
Exhibits C and D. As indicated by the budget sum- 
mary (Exhibit D), a net overdraft of appropriations 
of $1,033.94, less a revenue surplus of $752.88, resulted 
in a net budget deficit of $281.06. 

Summary of Receipts and Expenditures: (Exhibit E) 


A summary of receipts and expenditures for the 
fiscal year ended December 31, 1949, made up in ac- 
cordance with the uniform classification of accounts, is 
included in Exhibit E. Proof of the Treasurer’s bal- 
ance as of December 31, 1949, is indicated in Exhibit F. 


AUDIT PROCEDURE 


The accounts and records of all town officials 
charged with the custody, receipt and disbursement of 
public funds were examined and audited. Vouchers 
and cancelled checks were compared with supporting 
invoices and payrolls as well as entries in the books 
of record. Receipts were checked by source insofar as 
possible and totals of receipts and expenditures veri- 
fid. Book balances were verified by comparison with 
reconciled bank balances made from statements ob- 
tained from depository banks. Verification of uncol- 
lected taxes was made by mailing notices to delinquent 
taxpayers as indicated by the Collector’s records. 
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GENERAL COMMENTS 
Town Order-Checks: 


The Town Treasurer now issues a separate check 
in payment of each Selectmen’s order. It is recom- 
mended that instead of issuing separate checks the 
Treasurer countersign the Selectmen’s orders thereby 
converting such orders into negotiable checks. It will 
also be necessary to have the name and number of the 
depository bank printed or stamped on the orders. If 
this procedure is followed the Selectmen’s orders and 
Treasurer’s checks will be in the same numerical se- 
quence and the possibility of any difference between 
the orders and checks thereby eliminated. 


Town Hall Repairs: 


At the March 1949 town meeting it was voted to 
appropriate the amount of $1,000.00 for repairs to the 
Town Hall; $400.00 to be raised by taxation and $600.00 
from surplus which was created through the reim- 
bursement received in 1948 from the Addie Mae Jones 
Estate. In the statement of appropriations and taxes, 
which was submitted to the Tax Commission for tax 
rate approval, the “Town Hall” appropriation was in- 
dicated as $400.00 and the $600.00 to be appropriated 
from Surplus was omitted from the estimated revenue 
items. 


Although the net result was the same, insofar as 
the tax rate was concerned, we have indicated this 
appropriation for the actual amount, $1,000.00, in our 
statement of appropriations and expenditures, Exhibit 
C. Likewise we have shown $600.00 as an estimated 
revenue item titled “Cash Surplus for Town Hall Re- 
pairs,” in the statement of estimated and actual reve- 
nues, Exhibit D. 
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Conclusion: 


The accounts and records of all town officials which 
we examined were found in good condition and the ac- 
counting procedure, with minor exceptions, conformed 
to the uniform system prescribed by this Division. 


The provisions of Section 31, Chapter 211, of the 
Laws of 1939, require that this report or a summary of 
its essential features shall be published in the next an- 
nual town report. 


We extend our thanks to the officials of the Town 
of Middleton for their assistance during the course 
of the audit.

Selectmen of Middleton 
Gentlemen: 


The equalization study made in your town several 
months ago by a representative of the Tax Commission 
showed that improved lands and buildings were ap- 
praised by your Board as of April 1, 1948, at an aver- 
age of only 62 per cent of full value, based on a fair 
sale figure as of the more normal years of 1939 to 
1941, as determined by your appraisal. The state 
average based on the same method of computation 
was 78 per cent, which showed that the property in 
your town was being appraised not only at less than 
full value which the law requires but also at less than 
the average for the state. The study also showed 
that your assessments were disproportional and un- 
equal. 


This is unfair to your taxpayers and reflects 
upon you as selectmen. Not only is the tax rate in- 
creased by the undervaluation of lands and buildings, 
but the owners of homes and farms are penalized 
because other property, such as stock-in-trade, public 
utilities, and mills and machinery, must be reduced 
in value to the same level as lands and buildings in 
order to be proportional, thus increasing the burden 
falling on improved lands and buildings. 


The inequality and unevenness of your assess- 
ments not only is unfair to your taxpayers but also 
subjects your Board to the charge of favoritism. These 
facts are borne out by the increasingly large number 
of complaints coming to the office of the Tax Com- 
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mission because of disproportional assessments. This 
is especially true where the property of non-residents 
or summer people is appraised higher than that of 
other residents. This tends to give your town an 
unenviable reputation, deters new residents from 
moving in, and sometimes even results in the actual 
loss of summer residents by removal from town. 


As selectmen, you are the ones who should remedy 
this situation. You know the values of lands and 
buildings in your town, and you should this year 
equalize your valuations and bring them up to at 
least the full value as of the more normal years of 
1939 and 1941. 


We are writing you this letter so that you will 
have time to add an article in the warrant for your 
town meeting to give you additional funds to cover 
this extra work. If you do not voluntarily correct 
this situation yourselves, we shall have no alternative 
under the duties imposed upon us except to use the 
remedies given us by statute. Bear in mind that 
keeping your valuations down below what they should 
be will not benefit your town so far as the county tax, 
the school aid money, and the Class V highway money 
is concerned, because this year we must again equalize 
valuations as between the towns of the state, so that 
no locality can gain an advantage by the under-val- 
uation of its taxable property. We stand ready to 
aid you in every way possible, and are bringing this 
to your attention for your own good and the good of 
your town.

FOREST FIRES—OUR MOST SHAMEFUL WASTE 


Everyone apparently fears fire but too many are 
careless with it. This is particularly true of fires in 
and near woodlands. Official figures show that more 
than 98 per cent of all forest fires result from human 
carelessness and can be prevented. Consequently, we 
may say “Forest Fires are our most shameful waste.” 

Annual forest fire losses are tremendous and their 
effects far reaching. Such fires destroy the raw 
products of the forests, the protection forests provide 
for game and the supply of ground water. They upset 
local economies by drawing men from gainful em- 
ployment and requiring the expenditure of public funds 
to extinguish them. 

Our forest fire organization is doing a good job 
in keeping the size of fires small but the number of 
fires is increasing. In 1949 there were 100 more fires 
in New Hampshire than in 1948, but they burned 
500 acres less. For the warden and his deputies 
to do the job they are capable of, they must have 
the cooperation of the public—YOU! 
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The primary objective of all fire fighters is PRE- 
VENTION—fire stoppage. This is the goal toward 
which your local forest fire warden and his deputies 
are constantly working. It can be achieved ONLY 
if YOU and YOU and YOU cooperate with them. It 
is worth YOUR effort and can be accomplished by: 


1. Being careful with fire in or near woodland, 
being particularly careful with matches and cigarettes. 


2. Securing the required written permit from 
the warden when the ground is not covered with snow. 


3. Insisting that others be careful and comply 
with burning requirements. 


4. Calling the warden promptly when fire is de- 
tected and aiding him to extinguish it. 


Let’s reduce the number of forest fires and elim- 
inate our most shameful waste.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 





To the School Board and Citizens of Middleton: 


During the school year 1948-1949 the teacher at 
the Ridge School was Mrs. Blanche Wentworth of 
Union. Mrs. Wentworth was reelected and is teach- 
ing here during the current year. Middleton is very 
fortunate to have such a competent teacher. The 
excellent quality of her work and her devotion to the 
welfare of the children deserve high commendation. 


During last year Mrs. Ruth Anderson of Union 
became School Nurse. Mrs. Anderson is a graduate 
nurse and had some years’ experience in a children’s 
hospital which made her particularly qualified for this 
work. Her supervision of the health of the children 
sets a new high in this service. 


As a result of a conference of the School Board, 
Mr. Charles DiPrizio, Sr., and your superintendent with 
the Commissioner of Education in May, 1948, plans 
were made for the reorganization of the Middleton 
schools system. To relieve the crowded condition of 
the Ridge School it was decided to send the seventh and 
eighth grades to Rochester and the fifth and sixth 
grades to Union, with transportation of the grade pu- 
pils paid by the school district. This plan was put 
into effect in September, 1948. Special financial aid 
of $1,200.00 was granted by the State Board of Edu- 
cation. This reduced the number of pupils in the 
Ridge School from over thirty to sixteen in grades one 
to four. Enrollment this year is nineteen pupils. 


Pupils in grades seven and eight have had sev- 
eral advantages by attending the Rochester Junior 
High School, chief of which has been the opportunity 
of training in shop and home making. Middleton citi- 
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zens are justified in taking pride in the excellent rec- 
ord of these pupils at Rochester as several have been 
on the Honor Roll. It is hoped that the special finan- 
cial aid will be awarded again by the State Board of 
Education. 


The Ridge School is very much in need of a good 
water supply. With nineteen pupils and a teacher oc- 
cupying the building daily a minimum supply of about 
forty gallons per day should be provided. It is pos- 
sible that water could be obtained nearby either by dig- 
ging a shallow well, or by driving a well point and a 
hand pump placed in the building. 


A few loads of gravel should be spread on the 
school yard to prevent the present muddy condition in 
wet weather. 


Middleton’s tax rate for school purposes in 1948- 
1949 was $14.55 per thousand equalized valuation. Tax 
rates for school purposes that year throughout the 
state ran as high a $29.00 per thousand with an aver- 
age of $12.00 per thousand equalized valuation. Middle- 
ton’s effort to provide its children an adequate educa- 
tion is well above the state average and the citizens 
deserve to be complimented for this. There has been 
a great improvement in the quality of education pro- 
vided during the past year. 


The cooperation of the School Board, Mrs. Went- 
worth, pupils and parents is warmly appreciated.
